PhotogntpblDg In Colors. 


: A new method of 
making photo- 


graphs .which shows the colors, of na- 
ture has been:-Invented by Prof.:R. W. 
Wood of the University of Wisconsin. 
The pictures are made on a transparent 
film deposited on glass and containing 
very fine lines, about 2,000 to the Incb, 
on the average, and so not visible to 
the unaided eye. No colors are. visi- 
ble until the pictures are placed in a 
specl-al viewing apparatus, consisting 
of a convex lens on a light frame. The 
lens and the lines on the plate, acting 
together, form overlapping 
spectra 


which affect the eye in such, a man- 
ner that the natural hues appear In 
the picture In their proper places and 
Intensities. The picture can- also be 
projected in color upon a screen. 


A NCurlons and Uneful Plant. 


The maguey plant/which is cultivat- 


ed extensively in Mexico, can be put to 
many different uses. The Indians make 
a rough sort of cloth, working with it
